27.  Title  to  any  lot  remains  with  Consignor,  any  secured  party  of  the 
Consignor,  or  Consignor’s  assigns,  as  the  case  may  be,  until  the 
lot  is  paid  for  in  full  by  Purchaser.

By  utilizing  any 
warranties  contained  herein,  the  third  party  unequivocally  and 
without  reservation  consents  to  binding  arbitration,  and  its  con¬ 
clusive  and  binding  determination  of  any  alleged  damages  as  a 
sole  and  exclusive  remedy.  With  respect  to  any  other  pertinent 
matters,  venue  and  personal  and  subject  matter  jurisdiction,  said 
third  party  is  bound  to  the  provisions  pertaining  to  Bidders  and 
Purchasers,  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  these  Terms  and 
Conditions  of  Sale 

39.  If  the  Purchaser  fails  to  comply  with  one  or  more  of  these  Terms 
and  Conditions  of  Sale,  then,  in  addition  to  all  other  remedies 
which  it  may  have  at  law  or  in  equity,  Superior  may  at  its  sole 
option,  either  (a)  cancel  the  sale,  retaining  all  payments  made  by

ANTIQUE  COIN  /  MEDAL  COLLECTOR’S  CABINET 


1701  This  magnificent  oak  cabinet  (circa  1906)  measures  approximately  47”  x  30”  x  22.”  The  cabinet  consists  of  13  drawers  which  are  16”  wide  by 
20”  deep.  1 1  of  the  drawers  consist  of  a  two  trays  (the  top  tray  removable),  and  each  drawer  front  is  clear  glass.  Each  segment  will  accommo¬ 
date  56  coins  or  medals  or  1 12  pieces  in  each  drawer.  These  sections  measure  1-3/4  x  1-7/8  inch.  The  bottom  two  drawers  are  void  of  any  sec¬ 
tioning.  The  compartment  on  the  right  is  eight  inches  wide  and  ideal  for  the  storage  of  reference  materials. 

The  cabinet  is  believed  to  have  been  manufactured  for  the  George  H.  Foster  Co.,  of  Chicago,  Illinois  circa  1906.  The  original  purpose  of  the 
cabinet  was  for  the  storage  of  spools  of  thread  as  George  H.  Foster  &  Co.  was  in  the  business  of  selling  thread.  While  originally  being  a  display 
cabinet  for  thread,  it  was  obviously  adapted  for  coins  with  the  addition  of  the  second  tray.  The  cabinet  was  acquired  with  a  collection  consist¬ 
ing  mainly  of  15th  to  17th  century  bronze  and  silver  coinage.  Much  of  that  collection  is  offered  in  our  June  3,  4,  1997  auction  sale. 

The  face  of  the  cabinet  has  three  doors  of  which  two  reveal  the  coin  trays  and  the  third  revealing  the  storage  area  for  reference  materials.  That 
third  area  encases  a  beveled  glass  front.  The  locks  need  reworking.  The  top  of  the  cabinet  is  composed  of  a  railing  surrounding  the  front  and 
sides.  Overall  the  condition  of  the  cabinet  if  we  were  grading  a  coin  would  be  Extremely  Fine.  While  being  sold  on  an  “as  is”  basis,  this  mag¬ 
nificent  coin  cabinet  would  certainly  highlight  any  important  collection  and  is  certainly  a  “one  of  a  kind.”  Bidders  are  cautioned  that  charges 
for  crating,  freight  and  insurance  are  costs  which  are  borne  by  the  successful  bidder.

TWO  EARLY  18TH  CENTURY  18K  KEYWIND  ENGLISH  WATCHES 

Recovered  from  the  1840  wreck  of  the  paddle  steamer  North  Carolina.  THE  SHIP:  The  North  Carolina  was  a  370  ton  side  wheel  steam¬ 
boat  built  in  1838  that  carried  mail  and  passengers  in  a  night  run  between  the  prosperous  seaports  of  Wilmington,  N.C.  and  Charleston, 
S.C.  a  distance  of  about  172  miles.  It  was  an  exact  sister  ship  to  the  Governor  Dudley  which  plowed  the  same  route,  at  the  same  time 
— but,  in  the  opposite  direction.  Both  ships  were  owned  by  the  Wilmington  and  Roanoke  Railroad  Company  which  was  cutting  in  on 
the  new  and  prosperous  steamship  business. 

THE  COLLISION:  The  ships  left  their  respective  ports  on  the  evening  of  July  24th.,  1840.  By  midnight,  when  Captain  Smith  of  the 
Dudley  turned  the  watch  over  to  his  first  mate,  most  of  the  passengers  were  in  their  berths,  asleep.  On  board  the  North  Carolina,  at  that 
moment  some  twenty-five  miles  to  the  north  of  the  Dudley,  a  similar  change  of  watch  had  taken  place,  and  there  too,  most  of  the  pas¬ 
sengers  had  long  since  retired  to  their  berths.  The  two  vessels  continued  onward,  moving  at  a  steady  rate  of  between  twelve  and  fourteen 
miles  per  hour,  each  heading  slightly  to  the  right  of  the  other  as  was  their  custom.  They  had  passed  at  sea  many  times  before,  but  never 
when  conditions  were  more  perfect  or  the  night  more  beautiful.  Closer  and  closer  they  moved,  two  slim  sidewheelers,  the  latest  and 
trimmest  marvels  of  man.  There  was  no  blowing  of  whistles,  for  each  was  aware  of  the  others  presence.  A  mile  separated  them,  then  a 
half  mile,  a  quarter  mile.  Still  on  they  came,  a  thousand  feet,  five  hundred,  then  suddenly  the  Dudley  changed  her  course,  swing  over  to 
the  left;  the  mate,  confused  at  the  moment  of  passing,  had  thrown  his  wheel  hard  over,  to  pass  on  the  left  of  the  North  Carolina.  It  was 
too  late  for  the  mate  of  the  North  Carolina  to  avert  disaster.  He  released  steam,  tried  to  halt  his  ship,  but  not  in  time;  for  the  Dudley 
drove  on,  and  struck  her  amidships  between  the  ladies’  and  gentlemens  cabins,  a  crunching,  sickening,  splintering  blow  that  tore  four  feet 
from  the  Dudley’s  bow  and  cut  the  Carolina  almost  in  two.  Quick  work,  and  calm  seas  allowed  the  Dudley  to  rescue  all  aboard  the 
Carolina  which  sunk  in  1 1  fathoms  (66  feet)  within  10  minutes. 

THE  PASSENGERS:  Passengers  of  importance  on  the  North  Carolina  included  General  Dawson  of  Georgia,  congressman  Chinn  of 
Louisiana,  congressman  Dillet  of  Alabama,  ten  other  congressmen  whose  names  are  unknown,  J.  Chapman  Huger  Esq.  of  South 
Carolina,  a  Mr.  Dixson  H.  Lewis  (possibly  a  member  of  Congress?),  the  Honorable  M.  Hubbard,  Mrs.  Hubbard  and  a  number  of  other 
gentlemen.  (It  is  most  probable  that  the  two  watches  on  the  next  page  belonged  to  one  of  these  gentlemen  who  hastily  abandoned  ship 
in  their  night  clothes.  (In  addition  gold  and  silver  coins  valued  at  over  $21,000,000,  at  today’s  prices  went  down  to  the  hard,  sandy  bot¬ 
tom.) 

AT  THE  TIME:  When  the  North  Carolina  went  down  Martin  Van  Buren  was  President  .  .  .the  population  of  the  United  States  was 
17,063,333  .  .  .  Robert  E.  Lee,  33,  was  a  Captain  on  the  western  frontier  .  .  .  Ulysses  S.  Grant  was  18  and  in  his  first  year  at  West  Point 
.  .  .  Lincoln,  31,  was  in  the  lower  house  of  the  Illinois  state  legislature  .  .  Custer  was  one  year  old  ...  it  would  be  13  more  years  before 
Commodore  Perry  visited  Japan  .  .  .  and,  Queen  Victoria  of  England  (where  the  watches  were  crafted)  was  21,  had  just  married  Albert 
and  was  in  the  third  year  of  her  reign. 

THE  WATCH  INDUSTRY  IN  EARLY  NINETEENTH  CENTURY  GREAT  BRITAIN:  The  industrial  cities  of  Liverpool,  Leeds, 
London,  Manchester,  Birmingham,  Chester,  Edinburgh,  Dublin  and  Glasgow  all  were  sources  of  pocket  watches.  1  he  Industrial 
Revolution  was  beginning  and  what  had  prior  been  a  cottage  industry  was  now  rapidly  becoming  an  area  of  specialization.  Although  each 
watch  was  finished  and  assembled  by  hand  the  division  of  labor  included  such  specialists  as  pillar-makers,  fusee-makers,  chain-makers, 
wheel  cutters,  pinion-makers,  spring  makers,  dial-makers,  case-makers,  joint  finishers  and  glass-makers.  I  his  breakdown  of  labor  low¬ 
ered  expenses  and  overhead  as  fewer  tools  and  less  labor  were  required.  This  type  of  system  also  left  time  for  the  Master  watchmakers 
(whose  name  often  appeared  on  the  dial  or  plates)  to  invent  and  design  new  and  better  ways  to  make  watches.  Each  skilled  parts  maker 
thus  specialized  in  a  specific  part  of  the  watch  and  produced  the  component  that  the  finisher  completed,  polished,  engraved,  timed,  reg¬ 
ulated  and  made  the  adjustments  to  the  movement.  This  finisher,  or  watchmaker  would  detail  the  parts,  such  as  filing  them  to  fit,  pol¬ 
ishing  and  gilding  the  parts,  fitting  the  movement  to  a  case,  installing  a  dial,  and  adjusting  the  movement  to  perform.  When  satisfied  the 
finisher  would  then  engrave  his  name  and  town  of  manufacture  to  the  movement  or  dial.  The  finisher  determined  the  time  keeping  qual¬ 
ity  of  the  completed  watch,  thus  gaining  a  fine  reputation  for  some  watchmakers.  The  finished  watch  was  now  ready  for  sale.  The 
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Master  could  produce  about  50  watches  per  year.  Only  the  most  affluent  .  .  .  royalty,  titled  gentlemen,  high-ranking  officers,  wealthy 
merchants  and  landed  gentry  were  thus  proud  owners  of  watches. 


The  watch  trade  was  precarious  at  the  best  of  times,  and  was  spasmodically  affected  by  large  volumes  of  cheaper  imports  from  Switzerland, 
and  also  by  government  interference  in  the  form  of  taxation.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  on  many  occasions  sought  fit  to  impose 
a  kind  of  luxury  tax  on  watches,  clocks,  silver  and  gold  items,  assuming  that  if  the  selling  price  was  high,  then  large  profits  were  being 
accumulated  by  the  trades  people.  In  fact,  the  very  converse  was  true,  for  the  majority  of  workers  were  paid  a  pittance  barely  sufficient 
to  cover  lood  and  housing,  and  perhaps  only  the  retailers  made  any  real  profit. 

THE  WATCHES  (Information  common  to  both  watches ):  Both  of  these  18K  gold  keywind  watch  cases  were  made  by  Liverpool  makers 
between  about  1820  and  1840.  The  dials  on  both  watches  are  principally  of  yellow  gold,  with  multicolored  gold  borders,  while  the  cases 
have  bezels,  pendants  and  bows  of  heavy  stylized  floral  decoration  and  engine  turned  backs.  At  the  time  these  watches  were  made,  as 
stated,  only  the  wealthy  (royalty,  statesmen,  wealthy  business  men)  owned  watches.  These  watches  were  made  before  mass-production 
techniques  were  used.  It  was  not  until  after  the  advent  of  mass-production  that  prices  dropped  enough  for  the  “common”  man  to  afford 
and  own  one,  but  seldom  in  18K  gold. 

Because  they  were  immersed  in  seawater  for  over  a  century  and  a  half  all  ferrous  parts  have  long  since  eroded.  The  gold  however,  is  as 
fresh,  vibrant  and  minty  as  the  day  the  North  Carolina  went  down.  The  watches  have  been  reassembled  and  cosmetically  they  are  perfect 
in  appearance,  but  of  course  are  non-functioning  mementoes  that  most  probably  were  owned  by  two  of  the  congressmen  on  board  the 
illfated  ship.  When  found,  hands  and  crystals  were  missing  but  have  been  replaced  with  vintage  parts.  Hinges  where  possible  have  been 
restored.

The  Black  &  White  Photography  of  Paul  H.  Kuiper 


Paul  Kuiper  traveled  to  Egypt  in  1971  for  the  sole  purpose  of  doc¬ 
umenting  the  entire  civilization  of  Ancient  Egypt.  Upon  arrival  in 
Cairo,  he  found  that  he  had  to  wait  six  weeks  for  permission  to 
use  his  cameras,  since  he  had  asked  to  work  at  sites  not  accessible 
to  foreigners. 


Finally,  with  full  governmental  sanction,  he  traveled  the  length  of 
Egypt  with  his  4x5”  large  format  camera  equipment,  often  with 
police  escort.  He  captured  images  rarely  seen  by  foreigners  as  well 
as  familiar  antiquities.  Mr.  Kuiper’s  photographic  method  applied 
the  exacting  Ansel  Adams  techniques  which  he  had  mastered  in 
the  1 960s  under  Adams’  tutelage. 


Each  of  these  unpublished  photographs  was  carefully  printed  by 
the  photographer,  toned  in  selenium  for  permanence  and  mount¬ 
ed  on  archival  rag  board  for  historic  preservation.  The  following 
13  prints  are  made  from  4  x  5”  negatives.  Images  are  8  x  10”  on 
11  x  14”  photographic  paper,  unless  otherwise  specified.

It 
has  been  carved  with  extreme  care  from  a  hard,  dense  volcanic  tan  stone. 
More  amazing,  especially  for  this  early  date,  is  the  assiduous  effort  shown  in 
the  caiefully  incised  linear  designs  on  both  ends  of  the  sculpture.  The  pat¬ 
terning  is  not  employed  in  a  regular  manner,  but  varies  from  plainly  geo¬ 
metric,  such  as  on  the  base  with  its  close  similarity  to  early  seal  designs,  to 
the  tantalizingly  representational,  mostly  seen  on  the  sides.  Moreover,  some 
areas  are  more  worn  and  vague  than  others,  suggesting  that  lines  were  added 
at  different  occasions,  for  cubic  reasons,  over  a  long  period  of  time  (perhaps 
generations).  In  addition,  it  was  drilled  at  several  loci  for  the  insertion  of  cop¬ 
per  pins,  six  of  which  remain.  Considering  all  the  attention  lavished  on  this 
object  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  was  a  much  revered  idol  by  its  primitive 
owners.  Extremely  rare  and  noteworthy.

Bearded  and  with  long,  straight  hair,  the  Christ 
gazes  at  his  Father.  At  the  top  center  is  the  Holy  Ghost,  depicted  as  a  bird  in  flight  with  His  spread  wings  facing  the  heavens  and  His  head  facing 
the  earth.  Light  streams  from  His  feathers  tips  toward  heaven  and  especially  out  of  His  head  toward  earth.  The  Father  and  Son  sit  on  round  objects 
of  various  sizes  which  may  represent  either  stones  of  a  mountain  or,  perhaps  more  likely,  the  fruits  of  harvest.  The  entire  seal  is  surrounded  with  a 
double,  wavy  line  border.  This  massive  bronze  seal,  used  in  a  monastery  to  stamp  bread  for  the  Mass,  is  extremely  well  preserved  with  a  fine  dark 
green  patina.

CARLOS  HERNANDEZ  S. 

Carlos  Hernandez  S.  began  his  quest  of  acquiring  all  available  coins  from  the  lands  of  Simon  Bolivar  in  1975.  By  then, 
he  had  been  collecting  various  coins  for  nearly  30  years  and  had  been  a  member  of  the  ANA  since  1947.  His  earliest 
acquisitions,  purchased  in  1946  from  Gimbel’s  in  New  York  City,  were  the  Bavarian  talers  offered  in  this  sale.  Living 
in  Caracas,  Venezuela,  Carlos  was  constantly  exposed  to  the  national  love  affair  for  the  “Libertador”.  Anything  associ¬ 
ated  with  the  great  general  and  stateman  was  treasured  throughout  the  nation.  Carlos  decided  to  focus  on  the  Bolivian 
coinage  with  the  bust  of  Bolivar  while  not  ignoring  any  related  issues  from  the  northern  areas  of  South  America.  His 
superb  collection  of  Venezuelan  coinage  was  sold  by  Freeman  Graig  &  Company  in  1983  for  $150,000.  At  the  point 
Carlos  became  even  more  locused  on  the  Bolivian  republican  issues.  1  he  total  of  his  group,  offered  at  this  time,  is 
probably  the  most  complete  yet  to  appear  at  auction.  The  gold  issues  were  isolated  and  offered  in  the  earlier  gold  coin 
section.  It  is  our  privilege  to  offer  this  rare  and  yet  generally  inexpensive  series.

This  is  a  Potosi  mint  product  -  not  an  issue  of  one  of 
the  European  mints.  The  lettering  styles,  the  five-pointed  stars,  the  llamas  and  tree  are  all  related  to  punches  being  used  in  Potosi  in  1858.  The 
somewhat  unprofessionally  annealed  flan  and  the  slightly  crude  style  of  edge  reeding  are  what  one  might  expect  from  this  mint  in  this  area. 

Since  it  is  a  locally  produced  pattern  made  for  an  important  historic  reason,  it  tells  a  story  far  beyond  what  is  immediately  obvious. 

The  use  of  copper  for  circulating  money  (not  proclamation  medals)  was  known  to  Bolivia  prior  to  the  related  Potosi  city  issues  six  years  later  (in 
1864).  Those  low-mintage  items  were  followed  only  by  the  unsuccessful  attempts  of  1878  and  1883  to  introduce  copper  coinage.  In  a  land  where 
value  was  commonly  assigned  only  to  the  precious  metals,  it  is  not  surprising  that  copper  was  not  acceptable  (and  remains  rejected  yet  today!). 

Recognizing  that  the  debased  silver  coinage,  which  began  in  1831  with  the  prolific  “frozen  date”  1830-JL  issues,  was  creating  economic  chaos  in 
Peru  and  was  cheating  many  of  the  poor  in  Bolivia,  some  solution  was  mandatory.  As  Horace  Flatt  has  carefully  documented,  it  caused  a  war  between 
Bolivia  and  Peru.  The  attempt  to  open  mint  in  Oruro  in  1849,  the  subsequent  seven  year  semi-success  in  La  Paz  beginning  in  1853,  and  the  recal¬ 
ibrating  of  the  entire  silver  coinage  system  in  1859-1860  (which  caused  the  plethora  of  transitional  types)  were  in  response  to  that  debasement.  A 
copper  issue,  like  the  pattern  hereby  offered  would  have  helped  Bolivia  economically;  the  problem  was  that  the  population  rejected  it. 

This  piece  remains  the  only  example  yet  discovered  from  a  project  that  undoubtlessly  was  an  early  stage  in  the  mint’s  restructuring  which  led  to  the 
new  issues,  weights  and  fitnesses  less  that  a  year  later.  Historically  important  and  currently  UNIQUE.  Sharply  detailed  brown.

Latin  America  Coinage 


The  Wreck  at  Jupiter  Inlet 

The  shipwreck  coins  which  follow  were  discovered  off  the  east  coast  of  Florida  at  a  site  known  a  Jupiter  Inlet.  According  to  the  salvage 
company,  the  ship  is  “almost  certainly  the  aviso  San  Miguel  Archangel”  that  went  aground  in  October  1659.  Included  in  the  find  were 
valuables,  property  of  the  passengers  and  officers,  and  the  courier  of  the  Viceroy  of  Peru.  However,  accounts  vary  and  it  may  conceivably 
have  been  some  other,  as  yet  unknown,  vessel. 

Found  in  the  shipwreck  were  two  large  anchors  and  one  iron  cannon,  various  artifacts,  a  silver  bar  weighing  eighty  pounds  and  some  2,500 
coins,  all  Spanish,  of  various  denominations.  The  fascinating  “cob”  coins,  many  of  which  are  to  be  sold  here,  are  from  the  colonial  mints 
then  active.  Dates  ran  from  1652  to  1659  with  the  major  portion  dated  1658.  All  1659-dated  pieces  (a  small  percentage  of  the  find)  trace 
to  the  celebrated  Lima  mint. 

Much  information  exists  concerning  the  doings  of  the  vast  Spanish  fleets.  Spain  was  at  the  height  of  her  power  and  national  glory.  She 
had  a  well-oiled  administrative  arm  that  kept  itemized  records.  However,  little  has  come  down  to  us  as  to  the  activities  of  the  particular 
ship  involved  in  this  fabulous  find.  It  may  have  been  a  warship  of  one  of  the  transatlantic  defensive  fleets  known  to  have  been  patrolling 
the  region  in  the  late  1650s.  Or  it  may  have  been  a  ship  navigating  in  one  of  the  flotillasoa  galleon,  merchant  vessel,  or  something  simi¬ 
lar,  such  as  an  “aviso.”  The  17th  century  was  not  a  safe  period  for  travel.  Piracy  was  rife;  storms  unpredictable;  ships  could  be  leaky  and 
unseaworthy;  and,  finally,  officials  could  be  bribed.  The  most  feasible  method  for  passengers  or  merchants  to  either  sail  back  home  with 
their  valuables  or  to  send  such  goods  to  Spain,  would  have  been  to  put  them  on  an  “aviso.”  A  generic  term  for  any  fast,  well-armed  and 
seaworthy  vessel,  an  aviso  was  usually  small  to  medium-sized.  It  often  carried  official  mail  from  the  Viceroy  or  other  high  authority.  In 
such  small  ships  only  goods  that  are  of  a  high  value  would  be  sent  since  space  was  cramped.  Whatever  its  actual  source,  the  ship  from 
which  these  silver  cobs  originated  was  carrying  valuables  that  have  only  recently  been  dredged  up  from  the  ocean  floor.
